meter, ond the great conc-bearing
trees grow to be two hundred amd
fifty foet or more In height.

The farmer in Oregon hias a widely
diversitled employment. The Wil
lnmette valley is, perhaps, the most
naturil whoent growing conntry in
theworld,  Wheat has been raised
for forty successive venrs on the
sivtne dnnd, with nevera yield of less
than twentytive bushels per pere
and frequently fifty per acre. It has
been sown in every month in the
year and a good crop abiained.

All kinds of trne grass grow lox-
urinntly.

As n stock and dairy country, the
Willumette valley has always ranked
among the very foremost, and the
high price of butter caused by the
demand from Californis and  the
mining and lumbering enmps of
Oregon and Washington Territory,
muikes the dairy business very pralit-
able.
